JAPANESE - 
MERGER. 


D'RECTORS MAY 
RELUNSIDER DECISION, 


Another step has been taken in 
the propo:ed merger of the Tova 
Kisen Kaista and Nippon | Yusen 
Kalsha,. states the Japan Advgr- 
tiser. A tentative plan drafted 
by Baron Seinoguke Goh, was sub- 
mitled and discussed at a direa- 
tors’ meeting of the Nippon Yuson 
Kaisha, To counteract the pre- 
yalling depression in Japan’y ship- 
ping industry, the consolidatign of 
these two organizations has been 
fsought for.some time and Viscount 
Shibusawa, Baron Goh, and Mr 
Junnosuke Inouye, former Minis- 
ter‘of the Department of Finance, 
have been working on the matter. 
“The proposed pinn is based, on 
the latest financfal. reports of the 
Toyo Kisen Kaisna so that the two 
shipping concerns may be able to 
unite with little sacrifice to either 


party. 


Baron,Goh, in his plany proposes, 
according to a reliable source of 
information, that the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha dispose of its Taiyo Maru 
and 20 other steamers, estimated 
as worth about Y.28,000,000, and 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha is to 
offer 270,000 shares of is stock 
in exchange, : 


Plan Explained, 
“The estimate has been caleulat: 
ed on the prevniling market prize 
of steamers in accordance with the 
use of the. ships. The amount 
mentioned above has been figured 


so that the buyer can meet tret . 


obligation in the course of i 
years, The Nippon Yusen Kaisha’s 
270,000 shares are to be offered, 
but, the sole price Is estimated 
only ¥.13,500,000. .That is to- 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha is to pay 
¥.18,500,000 against the . Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha's Taiyo Maru and 20 
other steamers,” 


In drafting the proposed plan, 
Baron Goh studied the fitancid 
condition of the two shipying 
firms, 
Toyo Kisen Waisha, there are such 
items as expenses, on ituers, 
transportation of cargo and yas- 
sengers, munagement, interests, 
deficit out of exchange rates, taxes, 
insurance and’ repairing. If the 
proposed plan should be accepted 
by the two parties,-the Toyo Kisen 
Kuishws expenditure would re- 
main about the same regarding 


‘expenses on liners, transportation 


of cargo and, passengers, and re- 
pairs, But those of management 
would be curtailed to a great 
amount and the company no longer 


‘will have to attend to the payment}’ 


of interest. On the other hand, 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha woull 
not have to have additional sca- 
men for 
expenses as deficit because the 
exchange rate would be curtailed, 
Atthesame' time, the payment for 
insurance fees would be reduced 
50 per cent. By negotiating the 
proposed merger the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha may be able to continue to 


pay dividends at about a 10 per].
